Briceville, Tenn., Dec. 12.— Five men 
have been brought alive 
from 
the 
Cross-Mountain mine and rescuers are 
making 
frantic 
efforts 
to 
reach at 
least three more whom they believe 
still alive. 
The men have been prisoners in the 
workings 
since 
Saturday 
morning, 
when an explosion entombed 
more, 
than 100 men. 
Hope had been aban­ 
doned when three men, alive and well, 
were found 
behind a brattice they 
had 
erected 
to 
protect 
themselves 
from noxious gases. 
Two others weie 
found a short tim e later. The five are: 
A rthur Scott, Dore Irish, W illiam Hen 
derson, Milton Henderson and Irwin 
Smith. 


Im m ediately after the explosion the 
Hendersons and Sm ith rushed to cross 
entry 19, where they quickly threw up 
a brattice that
